to postpone definite building -plans | Company announced today the 


completion of the new 66,000 volt 
transmission line connecting the 
Glades area -with the Ft. Lauder- 
dale Plant and transmission sys- 
tem. On the morning of February 
Tth this new transmission line, 67 
miles long, was permanently con- 
nected to the Company’s substa- 
tion at Belle Glade. 

The Lauderdale-Glades line is 
but one unit in the Company's 
present two-year $24,000,000 con- 
struction program. This construc- 
tion program is the largest since 
the interconnected system ‘was 
built during 1925 and 1926, that 
interconnected. numerous towns, 
and communities in Florida. Un- 
til then, small, isolated plants serv- 
ed thése ‘many towns. The new 
transmission line serving the Ever- 
glades area is directly connected 
with the huge Lauderdale Steam 
Electric Station. From the Laud- 
erdale plant, the line parallels 
State Road 26 to South Bay and 
thence along the Chosen Road to 
thé, Belle Glade substation. 

The magnitude of the work in- 
volved in its construction may be 
seen from the fact that 950 poles 
If placed end to end, 
they would extend a distance of 
10% miles. Approximately 150,- 
000 man hours of labor went into 
its fabrication. 200 miles of 2-0 
wire weighing 460,000 pounds were 
strung-as conductors. Six miles of 
guy wire and eleven miles of pole 
‘grounding wire were used. There 
were hundreds of thousands of 
mifor. items such as crossarms, 
bolts, nuts and washers used, as 
well as the major items. It took 
approximately 37 flat cars to 
transport the poles, 15 cars for the 
wire and 10 cars for insulators and 
line hardware. The line was con- 
structed through’ that portion of 
the Everglades where water and 
muck varies from ‘two to’ten feet 
in depth.” 

In order to set the, poles firmly, 
it was necessary to penetrate the 
flint-like rock below the muck for 
a distance of two to four feet, 
Penetrating this rock proved to be 
a major operation that taxed the 
ingenuity of blasting and explosive 
experts, including Demolition 
Crews of the U. S. Navy. The line 
is located from 100 to 200 feet 
from the road and for a great part 
of the distance traverses virgin 
Glades swamps. In many places 
along the- line,. it was impossible

| In addition to the construction 
of transmission lines, the Company 
has placed in service during the 
past 30 days a new 18,000 kilowatt 
steam plant at Sarasota. At Ri- 
viera their new 42,000 kilowatt 
steam plant is now well under way 
and it is expected that this huge 
station will be in service late this 
year. A further addition is an 
18,000 kilowatt unit to be added 
at the Company’s Sanford plant. 
The equipment will soon be order- 
ed for this unit and construction 
jstarted.  - 

| To further augment all of the 
above electric capacities, another 
42,000 kilowatt steam plant is be- 
ing designed and will be located 
somewhere on the lower ‘East 
Coast. The total capacity. of the 
four new plants will exceed the 
Company's state-wide system de- 
mands prior to 1940.

It i9 natural | 
that Company officials should ‘turn 
their minds back to the days when 
power was first brought to the 
Everglades. In 1928 Florida Power | 
& Light. Company installed - its, 
first plant to serve the Pahokee- 
Canal Point area—its total capac- 
lity was 160 kilowatts, less than’ 
enough to serve the average celery 
\pre-cooler_ now operating in the 
Glades. In 1929 a plant was lo- 
[cated in Belle Glade with a total 
capacity of 60 kilowatts. ` This | 
plant would be unable to operate 
the 82 kilowatt potato máchine 
now being used at the Pahokee 
|State Faathers’. Market.. The 
growth. of the area was so large 
and rapid, that in 1937 the Com 
pany extended 43 miles of 66,000 
volt transmission line. from. Okee- 
chobee ‘to Pahokee. Belle Glade

troleum Engineer. It is noteworthy that only 11 per cent 
of the wells 12,500 to 13,000 feet deep are producers while 
51 per cent of the deeper wells from 13,000 to 18,500 feet 
are producers.
